HOUSE WILL GET BOTH DRAFT
AND VOLUNTEER ARMY REPORTS

WASHINGTON, Aprll 21.

The fight for comsoription to ralse an
Amarican army will go to the floor of the
House of Representatives Monday. Tha
House Military Affalrs Committes, divided,
will have two reports, a majority and a
minority.

By a vote of 12 to 8, one member voting
“present,” Chairman Dent, of the com-
mittea, was this afternoon Instructed Lo
report for the majority.

Chalrman Dent embodiea In his report a
general review of the bill, diselosing the fol-
lowing facts:

The bill authorises tha incraase of
the regular army to war strength, firac
by voluntary enlistment, and If this
proves InefMelent then by draft. The
number of men to be gnined by this
process would be about 287,000,

The bill also authorizes the ralsing of
the National Guard to war strength,
first by voluntary enlistment and after-
ward If necessary by draft. The num-
ber of men to be gained by this process
would be about 636,000 The total
army thus provided for by thess two
eatablishments or organizationn Is n {it-
tle more than 900,000 ¥

The bill authorises but does not direct
the President to lssue a call for a
volunteer army of 600,000 In the first
piace and of an additionnl force of
500,000 If necesgary, under the law now
In exlistance.

The bill further authorlzes the Presl-
dent to proceed at once with the regin-
tration of all male cltizens between the
agea of twenty-one and forty as pro-
vided In the plan of the War Depart.
ment for a draft. So that all of the
machinery authorizing the draft of
600,000 for the first force and of the
additional 600,000 wili ba put in opera-
tion at once

DISCRETION OF PRESIDENT

It will requirs, according to the testi-
mony of the Becretary of War befora the
Millitary Commiites, at least thres months
and probably longer to complete this regls-
tration, Under the plan proposed by the
War Department, which was adopted by
the commilttes, the President would have
no power to consoript or draft an army
until this registration had been completed,
In the meantime, if the Presldent sces fit,

vhe I8 authorized to call for volunteers and

upon the completion of the registration he
has the absolute power to declds whether
he will take an army of voluntesrs or
organize ons by draft

The bill rejected the age limit SUg-
gested by the War Department of from
sighteen to twenty-five, and ®aised it from
twenty-one to forty,

The bill provides that organizations of
all forces, otheér than the regular Army,
shall be composed of men who come from,

and of officars appointed from, the same
Btate or locality as far as practicable.

Both the volunteer and the draft features
of the blll authorise the President to re-
fuse to acospt either by enlistment or draft
the services of persons neaded in the Indus-
trial pursuits of the ocountry.

It provides that the President utilise the
services of all departments, ofMcers and
agents of the Government and of the several
Htates, Territories and the District of Co-
lumbla for the p of exeouting the act.

All enlistments “since April 2 shall be
for the period of the emergency.

The bill carries an appropristion of 33,-
000,000,000 in & lump sum, which, in round
figures, covers the total amount estimated
to be necessary to carry the provisions into
effect. This estimats is based on an army
of 43,000 officers and 1,018,270 snlisted men
for a period of one year,

MINORITY'SE POSBITION

Representative Hahn, California, conscrip-
tion advooate, ranking Republican member
of the Milltary Committes, also completed
his report, signed by elght members of the
committes, four of whom have seen mill-
tary servics, and Inalsts on the original
goneral staff bill,

A lettar from Secretary Baker to the
Military Committes a few days ago, In
which Baker pleaded with ths committes
to report out a strict eelective draft bill,
wans published with the report

The minority declares:

The majority of the committes have
seon fit to set thelr own views on the
ralsing of the proper military forces
for the successful conduct of the war
above the views of the trained military
experts of the Government. In this
Ereat crisls we deem It our patriotie
duty In this manner of increasing tem-
porarily the military establishment of
the,Unlted Btates, to follow the coun-
g0l of the commander-in«chlef of the
army and his expert advigers, We de-
sire to follow, the plan which they have
Iald down for us In this manner rather
than foilow any plan which we our-
selves might devise.

DEMOCRACY OF PLAN

The report emphasizes the diMculties of
obtalning volunteers In the Civil War and
In the present war. It would take about
two years, the report states, to ralse the
men needed If the present rate under the
volunteer system should continue,

“The volunteer system would
carry in its traln an element of uncer-
tainty,"” the minority report said “It Is
our judgment that the volunteer system Is
not a falr one. It | nelther equitable nor
democratie.  In this republic every Amerl-
can ahould esteem It an honor to bear his
share of the country's burden. That can
only be done under the principte of uni-
versal obligation to serve. 1In our opinlon
It Is far the natlon, not the Indlvidual, to
determine what service the citigen should
bear."”

CHURCHILL SEES MIGHTY POWER ‘
OF U. 8. FLAG ON THE BATTLEFIELDS

1 LONDON, April 21.

Winaton' Churchill, former First Lord of
the Admiralty, now himself in khaki, wants
an American expeditionary force sent to
France as noon as possible—e!mply tor the
effect the presenco of Americans would
have en the Allled forces.

"Of course, I can express only my per-
sonal opinton." he sald today, “but it seems
to me certaln that the pressnce of even a
single American division on the battlefields
of France or Flanders this year would ex-
ercise Influence and afford encouragement
out of all proportion to the actual number
of men employed.

Modificatlon of excess profits taxes
rather than thelr Increase was one of the
problems seriously before the House Ways
and Means Committee today In its confer-
ence on the war revenue bill,

If revislion of tho cxcess profits taxes,
as formulated In the specinl revenue bill
last winter, finally Is determined upon, it
will be In every respect the most delicate
adjustment to be undertaken by the com-
mitiee. There will be less trouble In g
readjustment of the Income tax schedules
as the committeo turns about in fts task
to bring an additional $1,800,000,000 into
tl;:.l'bdull Treasury by the close of June,
1 .

Although additiona] excess profita taxes
originally were In the mind of the eommit-
toe a8 a natural means for swelling the
war revenue, it now develops that soveral

the timely arrival of even a small force of
Britiah troops in Franes would stimulate
and cheer the heart of every French soldler,

“Az It turned out, our small army
achleved very great matersi] remulta In £)l-
dition to Ity moral effect. FPerhaps it played
& declslve part In the suprema events of ths
opening phase of the war. But now, when
the terrible welght and burden of this strug-
gle has pressed for nearly three years upon
the ¥rench. British and Belglan troops,
the arrival of the American flag and the
American uniform on the actual line of tht-
tle would be the veritable signal of ap-
proaching deliverance and of victory, and
would kindle joy and enthuslasm In every
heart.”

HOUSE COMMITTEE PLANS REVISION
OF EXCESS PROFIT TAX FOR WAR

members have a contrary view. It has
been suggested that the excess profits tax
be abandoned entirely in favor of a war
tax on earnings. This would be & COMPpAra.
tively, small tax, but would be levied on
EToss earnings rather than on profits in
excess of § per cent of the capital tax.

Friends of small business enterprises are
peraistent in the argument that the excess
tax cannot be made to reach corporations
with watered stock. They deelars that
overcapltalization reduces dividends.

If the present tendency of the committes
la followed, the excess profits tax will be
radically modified. The work of the com-
mittee which must formulate the biggest
tax bill ever devised s atill In the embryo
stage. There seems, however, to be & firmly
settled conviction that thers will be no
tariff tinkering in order to finance the War,
At least in its early stages.

WAR WILL FORCE CENTRALIZATION
OF GOVERNMENT; CONFLICTS SEEN

The reason for this, in the opinion of
many here, is that at present manyv admin-

The food situation is a striking example
of the problem before the Government.

Thres distinct agencies are doing it or

And that there may be just a trace of
friction in thess three divergent elements
was Indicated by the remark of Secretary
of Agriculture Houston, when asked |If
Herbert Hoover, acting for the Natlonal
Counell, would be In charge of food in-
veutigation,

“Why, I thought the Becretary of Agri-
cuRure would ba In charge,” Houston re-
plied.

In other words, many here have thought
that Hoover was to have a sort of food die-
tatorship—but hs won't, I Houston's Ideas
are correct.

Another Instance of where the Govern-
ment branchea apparently fall to team %o«
wether fully Is Indicated by the fact that
on Sunday Presldent Wilson appealed
to the country for Its service and to prac-
tles econemy. A few days Ilater Howard
CofMin, of ths National Counecll of Defense,
{ssusd a statement explaining what kind of
economy to practice and virtually saying,
“Don't practice extraordinary economy.’”

Reporta are current that some of the Gove
ernment branches are not ‘entirely pleased
at the Natlonal Council qf Defense with the
neceasarily divergent viaws as represented
by men from many walks of life.

In the clreumstances there i talk here
today that something may have to he done
to give n broader central control—for the
war only, France, a great republic, finda
herself highly centralised and the upshot
in this country may ba ths same,

COASTWISE VESSELS

TO BE USED

IN CARRYING SUPPLIES TO ALLIES

WASHINGTON, April 31,

Every avallable American coastwise vessal
not essentlal to the trade of the United States
is Immediately to be diverted to the transat-
lantic trade. This Is necessary If the supp'y
of foodatuffs and munitions |s to be kept mov.
ing to Burope. The Federal Government,
through the Shipping Board, has called on
the various rallroad companies owning ves-
sels to detach as many as possible from the
constwise trade. This will be done In the
Immediate future, and the vensels will be
maintained In that service until wooden
vesseln now under construction can be placed
in commission.

France at the present time is suffering
more than Great Britain from a shortage of
supplies, This 18 due entirely to the suec-
cese which the German submarines have
met In blockading certain F¥rench ports.
Steps are now belng taken to hreak this
blockads, so that the vessels of the United
States can escape the war perll, Officlals
sald today they belleved it would be pos-
sible as the result of this latest actlon to
keep the trade lanes open until the stand-
ardizsed wooden vessels were placed on thelr
regular runs,

In the meantime the United States will
continue its efforts to prevent any food-
stuffs from here reaching Germany. It
already has made a general Investigation of
the allegations that a great portion of the
rupplies now being exported to Sweden ultl-
mately reach Germany.

Following Becretary Houston's report to
the Benate showing the great danger of a
serious shortage of food mupplies Linless the
Government is given complete control, came
further alarming word from the forestry
service today. It was officlally atated that
Bevare weather was causing an enormous
loss of cattle and sheep In the mountain
Btates of the West. The loss of shesp in Wy-
oming, Montana, Idaho and Utah may reach
20 per cent of thetotal, officlals say. Sheep
generally are In poor condition and a very
short lamb crop is looked for.

If present plans are followed, Congress
will be asked to take up the question of
foodstuff legislation as soon as the army

bill Is out of the way. By that time Her-
bert J. Hoover, who is to be the head of the
food dlstribution hoard In this country, will
have reached this city from London Mr.
Hoover will have placed at his disposal as
soon as ha reachea here all of the statistics
compllied by the Department of Agriculturs
and will co-operate with that organisation
in his regular work. He also will have the
final say as to whether the Administration
will back a plan for prohibition during the
wWar to eave grain.

PREDICTS BLOODSHED
IF DRAFT IS ORDERED

WABHINGTON, April 21,
Arguing against the draft bil] before the
Banate Military Affalrs Committes, Joseph
Cannon, Iabor organizer, predicted '“blood
would flow (n tha streeta” If conscripiion
Is adopted.

“Conscription |s against every
Ideal for which our forefathers fought.
Prices will soar, strikes will be called, riots
will reault and blood will run In the atrests.”
